PLANNING THE HOME FRUIT GARDEN 


fy L. C. CORBETT, Horticulturist, Bureau of Plant Industry, 
"Jnited States Department of Agriculture. 


HE possibilities in fruit culture 
upon restricted areas have 
been very generally overlook- 
ed, with the result that many 

persous who own a city lot, a suburban 
boume or even a farm now look upon 
fruit as a luxury, This can all be 
ehanged, but it must be remembered 
that a fruit plantation must claim the 
@ttention of its owner from early 
spring to late autumn, Its products, 
too, must be fo planned as to cover 
the greatest possible portion of the 
weanons between frosts. 

The soll at the disposal of the grower 
will frequently be fll sulted to the 
purposes of a home fruit garden, but 
ff the svil is heavy It can be lightened 
witb saud if it is not desirable to in- 
erease the proportion of bumus which 
f contains. If it {s lacking In organic 
matter the addition of leaf mold and 
weil rotted manure or the turning un- 
der of some leguminous crop will ac 
@omplish the desired result. If the 
goll is locse and sandy, losing its store 
of plant foud readily, this fault can be 
femedicd by the addition of retentive 
material, such as clay. If, on the oth- 
er hand, the class of plants to be gen- 
erally grown its suited to a loose, 
sandy soil and it seems desirable to 
edd to the collection a plant, sucb as 
plum, which naturally requires a 
heavy. retentive soil, it would un-

wpon a stock adapted to sandy soil 
conditions than to attempt to modify 
the svil to suit the plant. Changes In 
plants are not always easily accom- 
plished, and with many plants there 
fs no alternative but to use them on 
their own roots. In this latter case 
the soll itself must be made to con- 
form to the demands of the plants, 
The soil, tp addition to being heavy 
and retentive, may also be cold and 
wet. In such case the addition of 
gand will not entirely overcome the 
@ifficulty. Sand will Ughten and fa- 
eilitate natura! drainage, but if the 
goll be unduly moist the only remedy 
Mes tp thorough underdrainage. 


Work at Planting Time. 

At planting time all broken or de- 
eayed roots should be cut away, leay- 
{wg only smooth cut surfaces and 
Bealthy wood to come in contact with 
the soll. If a large part of the root 
area of the plant bas been lost In trans- 
planting the top should be cut back 
fn proportion to the roots remalning. 

’ Tbe holes In which trees, vines or 
shrubs are to be set should be ample, 
go that the roots of the plant may 
have full natural spread. The earth 
at the bottom of the holes should be 
loosened a spade depth below the line 
of excavation. Tbe soll placed tm- 


mediately tn contact with the roots of | 


the newly set plant should be rich top 
goll free from soll or partially decayed 
erganic matter. Firm the soll over the 
roots by trampling. Movement of soll 
water is thus set up and the food supply 
of the soll brought immediately to the 
use of the plant. When the operation 
of transplanting Js complete the plant 
should stand one or two inches deeper 
than [t stood {np the nursery. 

The matter of pruning should receive 
careful and detailed attention. For ex- 
ample, !n the case of the apple and the 
pear the fruits are borne upon “spurs” 
ef the previous year’s growth only, 
these spurs appearing on wood one 
year or more of age. Heading in or 
shortening each shoot of the season's 

with must be done with care in or- 

not to reduce the bearing wood be- 
yond a profitable Mmit. The bearing 
shoots are usually more obscurely lo 
-eated upon the side of the branches. 

With the peach, however, it ts the 
wood of the !ast season's growth upon 
which the fruits are directly borne, and 
with them beading in may be success- 
fully employed to limit the quantity of 
froit borne by the tree 


The grape bears its fruit on shoots 
of the season, which in turn asually 
arise from canes of the previous year. 

The interest of a fruit garden may 
be greatly enhanced by growing there- 
in plants not adapted naturally to the 
climatic region in which the garden 
fs located. This may be accomplished 
by learning and practicing the proper 
methods of protection. 

Besides these protective devices, 
sbeltered places, where growth is re- 
tarded in spring, may be taken advan- 
tage of In order to hold back early 
blooming plants. 

The fact that trees can be grown as 
dwarfs as well as standards will en- 
able one to utilize a space which had 
previously been considered unsuited 
for the development of a tree. It is 
well known that in proportion to size 
Gwarf trees are more fruitful than 
standards and that they come into bear- 
ing sooner. 

Dwarfing is accomplished by bud- 
ding or grafting robust growers on 
slow growing stocks, and most tree 
fruits lend themselves to this treat- 
ment. Standards may be grown as 
“bushes” or as “pyramids,” thus mak- 
ing it possible to grow them much 
closer together. Pruning and training 
used in combination have shown the 
possibilities of restricting plants to the 
“espalier,” “cordon” and other styles 
of tralning against walls. 

Advantages of Grafting. 

Besides the advantage of dwarfing, 
grafting may be turned to good ac- 
count to enable the owner of' few trees 
to increase his sorts beyond the limits 
of the trees he possesses. By grafting, 
the list of varieties can be increased 
at will. There are apple trees known 
which bear as many as 150 varieties. 

Plants of various habits of growtb 
may be combined to the advantage of 
the grower and with little or no dis- 
advantage to the planta. To illustrate 
this, currants may be combined witb 
grapes, apples with currants or rasp 
berries and grapes with strawberries. 

Certain well known systems of prup- 
ing and training allow additional lib- 


erties to the skillful planter—as, for in- 


stance, the grapevine, which readily 
lends itself to arbor training, may be 
utilized for screening tender or shade 
loving plants. Strawberries adapt 
themselves readily to such situations 
if the shade is not allowed to become 
too dense. Among flowering plants 
none will thrive better under such 
conditions than pansies and violets, 
and among garden vegetables lettuce 
and radishes may be _ successfully 
grown under such a canopy, as they 
will be out of the way before a dense 
shade ts formed by the grapes. 
paragus can be successfully grown un- 
der a shade of this character.

KADIAK ISLAND BEARS 


White and Furry, They Are Monsters 
In Size and Weight. 

The biggest bears in the world are to 
be found on Kadiak island, in the gulf 
of Alaska, south of the great shoulder 
of territory that stretches out into the 
Pacific. The Kadiak bears are of the 
polar breed, perfectly white, with long, 
heavy fur, aud at full growth are twice 
as large as the black bear of the Rocky 
mountains. They weigh 2,400 to 3,000 
pounds, stand as high as an ordinary 
cow and are the biggest carnivorous 
animals living. The tracks they leave 
in the snow have often measured fif- 
teen inches in length and ten inches in 
width. They are savage and fight des- 
perately when attacked. 

Bear traps are usually baited with 
honey, but the Kadiak trappers use a 
pig. Bears are uncommonly fond of 
pork, and a pig when imprisoned in a 
trap makes a demonstration which at- 
tracts the attention of the bears ata 
longer distance than the odor of honey, 

Kadiak is wooded and mountainous, 
but it has good natural harbors. There 
is a population of some 1,500, mostly 
Eskimos, iiving on the coast and en- 
guged in the salmon fishing industry. 
—Chicago Tribune, 


Savage Angel Fish. 

Many fishes, like the knights of old, 
fight among themselves for the love of 
fighting or because they have nothing 
better to do, according to a bulletin 
of the New York Zoological society. 
There are others, however, which fight 
to protect themselves or tleir young. 
Speaking of the fights among fisbes in 
the aquarium, the bulletin says: “The 
angel fishes, beautiful as they are in 
appearance, have perbaps the most 
devillsh disposition of all.

A Good Trick 
Put a tumbler in tbe center of the 
table.

NOT MUCH LARGE TIMBER. 


But Much Pulpwood Found in Lac La| 
Biche Region of Alberta 


It had been reported that there was | 
considerable large timber north of 
Lac LaBiche, in northern Alberta, but 
an examination by Mr. S. H. Clark 
for the Forestry Branch of the De 
partment of the Interior, brought out 
the fact, which has too frequently 
been the case, that the quantity of 
large timber is small and only in a 
few scattered areas. There is, how- | 
ever, a large quantity of immature 
spruce and jack pine which needs ouly | 
protection from fire to be a valuable | 
crop from pulpwood or lumber. The 
land is generally covered with mus 
keg, and the soil, nowhere first clase 
becomes lighter and sandy towards 
the east, where it consists of sandy 
jack pine ridges with muskeg bet vevn 
The undrained muskegs make the tim 
ber growth slow, but the whole dis 
trict.{s more suited for timber srowth 
than for agriculture.

Coaling at Nagasaki, Japan, is done 
entirely by girls.

Studying Eastern Slope Foreste 
The Fore :try Branch of the Depart- 


of the Interior is, this summer, 
ing A yi etudy of the forest con- 
fons of the eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains, which was begun 
a couple of seasons ago by Mr. T. 
Dwight, M.F. 
The result of Mr. Dwight’s investt- 
gation has lately been published In 
pamphlet form by the Branch as their 
bulletin No. %5, entitled “Forest Con- 
ditions in the Rocky Mountains For- 
est Reserve.” The forest reserve 
mentioned, {t will be remembered, 
comprises the entire eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, from the inter- 
ational boundary to a point farther 
north than the latitude of Edmonton. 
The study takes in only the southern 
part of the reserve 
In the bulletin referred to, Mr. 
Dwight describes the trees of the rog- 
fon and discussé, the effect on them 
of altitude, aspect and other coadl- 
tions. He also joer into the effect of 
fires, lumbering an‘ other factors on 
the forest and its growth. Methods 
of lumbering are also discussed, with 
the idea always in mind of renewing 
the forest and getting a second crop 
of timber. Methods followed on the 
United States ‘National Forests’ in 
Montana are described in this connect- 
fon, ani the bulletin concludes with a 
number of tables of a technical na- 
ture, showing, among other details, 
the yleld to be expected from forests 
of the various types. A number of
